18 Britons Ousted or Banned 
B\ Soviet Union in Retaliation

MOSCOW, Oct. 8 (NYT) .—The 
Soviet Union tonight ordered the 
ouster of four British diplomats 
and one businessman, and revoked 
the entry visas of three other 
businessmen, in retaliation for 
- Britain's expulsion of 105 Soviet 
representatives on grounds of es- 
pionage. 

Additionally, 10 former em- 
ployees of the British Embassy in 
Moscow were permanently barred 
from the Soviet Union. Some of 
them had departed years ago and 
none had been seeking to re-enter 
the Soviet Union recently, British 
Embassy officials said. 

The Soviet Foreign -Ministry . 
summoned the .British Ambas- 
sador, Sir John wniiwir , to an 
urgent meeting this evening and 
informed him of the following 
additional countermeasures: 

• Cancellation of several high- 
level visits including the trip here 
early next year of Sir Alec Dou- 
glas-Home, the British Foreign 
Secretary, in view of the "severe 
aggravation” of Soviet-Britlsh 
relations “caused by the actions 
of the British government.” 

• Suspension of activities of 
several Soviet-Britlsh commissions 
In the economic and cultural 
fields. 

• Steps Called Grave 

The British, who had hoped to 
forestall any retaliatory expulsions 
despite a Soviet protest that 
hinted at countermeasures, ex- 
pressed disappointment. "I would 
describe the measures as severe in 
nature,” Sir John told reporters 
after his 45-mlnute meeting with 
' First Deputy Foreig n Minister 
Vasily V. Kuznetsov. 

In comments to newsmen, . the 
British ambassador left open the 
possibility of further British. 

, measures against the Russians, 
especially t ln view of what he said 
v*rc unjustified chaxges that the 
British diplomats ordered to leave 
had engaged in espionage. 

“I emphatically rejected the 
basis given for the Soviet action, 
which was that members of my - 
embassy had engaged in activities - 
not compatible with their status,” 
Sir John said. *T know this not to 
be true.” 

He added that before tonight he 
had hoped that the Soviet gov- 
ernment would adopt what he 
called a more responsible attitude ' 
to a situation of Us own making. ' 

The prevailing view was that in 
the light of the expectation last 
week that as many as 20 British 
diplomats and additional British 
businessmen, correspondents and 
tourists might be ousted, the ex- 
pulsions ordered tonight seemed 
relatively mild and possibly in- 
tended to avert counteraction by 
. London. 

The four ousted, diplomats,

whose Tramps were withheld to 
give th**™ time to notify their 
families, constitute 10 percent of 
the 40 British diplomats accred- 
ited here out of an overall em- 
bassy staff of 78. 

By comparison, the 105 Rus- 
sians affected by the British ac- 
tion on Sept. 24 represented about 
20 percent of the Soviet officials 
in Britain, - Including 14 of the 
22 most senior members ol the 
Soviet staff. 


Strict counteraction by Moscow, 
British officials had made clear, 
would have crippled the embassy’s 
operations here and the Soviet 
authorities evidently took precau- 
tions to avoid that result.

A second study called “Biochemical Indicators of 
Radiation Injury in Man" appeared in a summary of a con- 
ference cosponsored by the World Health Organization earlier 
this year. Neither of the two reports discussed the benefits of 
whole-body radiation in cancer treatment 

“It's true we've not had a well-defined study comparing 
whole-body radiation to other forms of treatment,” Dr. Saenger 
said. 

He said that his research project has been approved every 
year by the Dean's Committee on H uman Research at the Uni- 
versity College of Medicine. 

Dr. Evelyn Hess, the chairman of the Deans committee, 
said the medical school takes “extremely elaborate precautions 
to sure that any studies on humans follow guidelines set 

up by the National Academy of Science-National Research 
Council. 

But she said she did not know that the studies were funded 
by the Pentagon's Defense Nuclear Agency. Nor, she said, did 
she know their purpose was to study the effects of radiation on 
combat troops — nor to find better methods to treat cancer 
patients. , 

“I don't know who funds the studies," she said in a telephone 
Interview. . 

“That’s not our purpose. We make sure the research is good 
anri safe. Those are the main criteria." 

Dr. J. A. Northrop, the Defense Nuclear Agency's deputy 
director for science and technology, disclaimed any responsibility 
for the selection of patients or their treat men ts. 

“That isn't us. It’s the University of Cincinnati. We are not 
paying for treatment. We are paying for specific studies to test 
the effects of radiation on humans,” he said. 

Veterinarian Heads Project 

These studies, explained Lt. CoL John W. Cable, a veteri- 
narian. who is the Defense Nuclear Agency's medical officer for 
the project, would not normally be done In the routine treat- 
ment of cancer patients. 

They include detailed examinations on the effects of radiar- 
tion on the patients' blood cells, their chromosomes, their met- 
abolic process and f-hpir ability to th i nk . 

“We are getting valuable data to show what changes occur, 1 * 
said CoL Cable. 

Nevertheless, he and Dr. Northrop said this Is the only 
research project of its kind that the Nuclear Defense Agency la 
funding. 

The agency is sponsoring other studies on the effects of 
radiation on animals , they said. But both they and Dr. Saegner 
agreed that it is herd to apply animal data to humans. 

Dr. Northrop said that the Nuclear Defense Agency “is 
latching on to glean whatever data we can from an e x isting 
project." 

“We have the responsibility of being able to establish the 
capability of a military person to function In a nuclear environ- 
ment." he added. “Nuclear war is still a real threat.” 

Cincinnati's Dr. Silberstein is convinced that the project will 
advance medicine in ways that have n ot h i n g to do with a nuclear 
battlefield. He said that three of the 212 patients treated so far 
were children with a disease called Ewing's tumor, which has 
proven completely resistant to drugs or local radiation. 

“Our three children are alive and healthy from one and a half 
to three years after being given total-body radiation,” Dr. Silber- 
stein said. “One of them won the Indiana dribble, pass and 
shoot championship for lO-to-12-year-olds. We're proud of that.” 

Dr. Saenger said be believes in the worth of the project, no 
matter what controversies might swirl around it 

“There Is a need to investigate the effects of radiation on 
human beings to give support to the military.” he said. These 
are tough problems that should not be swept under the rug, and I 
personally think the work we're doing is damned Important."

The chairman took the emperor 
by the hand and the two elderly 
leaders entered the Hall's Peking 
Room for talks lasting one hour 
and 40 minutes, according to the 
sources. 

"Let us liberate ourselves [from 
photographers] and have a talk," 
said Chairman Mao, who was last 
seen in public Ang. 7, when he 


received Burmese head of State 
Ne Win. 

The sources said Chairman Mao 
was cracking jokes in Chinese 
and was in a jovial mood during 
the meeting. 

There had been speculation 
abroad that Chairman Mao was 
ill or dead following cancellation

However, Dutch security -offi- 
cials expressed relief that there 
had not been more serious inci- 
dents. There has been an air of 
apprehension about the visit in 
view of the coolness of the Dutch 
government, the hostility of the 
Dutch news media and the emo- 
tional opposition stirred by a 
cabaret comedian. 

The comedian, Wim Kan, 59, 
and a Dutch celebrity, was a 
Japanese prisoner in Burma dur- 
ing World War n and kept a 
diary of his mistreatment. Mr. 
Kan has repeatedly called for 
protest against the emperor's 
visit His demand for free 
television time last night was 
refused by the state-owned net- 
work. 

The Dutch governm ent has 
been at pains to emphasize that 
this is an unofficial visit and the 
scheduled luncheon with Queen 
Juliana tomorrow is the minimum 
courtesy to be expected from one 
monarch to another. 

But the welcome extended to 
Emperor Hirohito and Empress 
Nagako today was so spartan that 
lt embarrassed officials of the 
Japanese Embassy here. 

The emperor's visit to Denmark 
that began on Sept. 27 was also 
an unofficial one, but King Ered- 
eerik went to the airport, a royal 
marquee was erected and Japa- 
nese flags flew throughout Copen- 
hagen. 

Today, there were no flags, no 
red carpet and no royalty as the 
emperor’s chartered Japan Air 
Lines DC-8 arrived at Amster- 
dam’s Schlphol Airport from Lon- 
don just after midday. Newsmen 
were taken by bus out to the run- 
way where the emperor was met 
by the grand chamberlain of the 
Dutch court and the mistress of 
the robes. 

A bullet-proof limousine was 
brought up for the emperor, and 
his motorcade raced at 75 miles 
an hour to The Hague under tight 
police security as helicopters 
watched the route. The imperial 
party is staying at a secluded 
royal palace, Hnls Ten Bosch. 

After a tour of Amsterdam to- 
morrow, the emperor leaves Sun- 
day for a one-day visit to Geneva 
before beginning his state visit 
to West Germany, the last stop 
Of his European tour. 

Officials traveling with the em- 
peror acknowledge that the 
Netherlands is the most difficult 
Stop of the trip* Some 200,000 
Dutch citizens were imprisoned by 
the Japanese in the former Dutch 
East Indies and memories of the 
War are far mare vivid here than 

in Britain. _ _ . . 

Although most historians be- 
lieve Hirohito played a passive, 
if acquiescing, role in Japanese 
aggression, the fact that war was 
waged and war crimes were per- 
petrated in his name has made 
him the equal of Hitler to m a n y 
Dutchmen.

West Coast Dockers Back on Job 


-.SAN FRANCISCO. Oct 8 
(TOT)-— The 15,000 striking Pa- 
cific Coast dockworkers heeded 
union leader Harry Bridges’s 
back-to-work can today and end- 
ed the longest dock strike in 
West Coast history— 100 days. 

The longshoremen had Ignored 
a federal court order obtained by 
the Nixon administration under 
the Taft-Hartley Act to halt the 
walkout. 

But when Mr. Bridges sent 
telegrams yesterday to locals of 
the TwtufTiaHnnai Longshor emeu 's 
and Warehousemen's .Union In- 
structing the men to end their 
strike, they began returning to 
the docks to work. 

In Chicago, 225 striking grain- 
elevator workers heeded the fed- 
■ eral court's return-towark order 
and ended their walkout. 

Other Strikes Continue 

But on the Eastern and Gulf 
Coasts, the weeklong dockwork- 
ers' strike continued, as did the 
seven-day-old strife* by 80,000 
coal miners. 

President Nixon did not seek a 
court order to end the walkout 
by 140.000 East and Gulf Coast 
longshoremen. And yesterday, 
the International Longshoremen's 
Association executive council 
ordered more than 30 Gulf Coast 
locals which have not joined in 
the walkout “to cease work im- 
mediately an all ships,” under 
threat of fines or expulsion. 

The effect of this order— If the 
locals in Houston, Galveston, 
Freeport, Corpus Chrlsti ftwd 
Brownsville, all in Texas, had 
heeded it — would have been to 
shut down all Gulf Coast ports. 

But longshoremen along the 
Texas coast refused today to 
abide by the strike order. 

Refuse to Strike 
"We’ve been ordered to strike 
again, but our position remains 
the same,” said JS. Raspberry, 
president of Local 1,273 in Hous- 
ton. “Our memberships have not 
changed their minds, and we’re 
going to respond to our member- 
ships not the International. 
We’re not going to strike” 

The only ports in Texas closed 
by the strike are Beaumont and 
Orange. Mr. Raspberry said there 
will be a meeting with shippers 
in Brownsville Sunday. 

All East Coast ports are shut 
down. The union has exempted 
only military cargoes from the 
work stoppage. 

Talks continued in New York 
between management and dock- 
workers, and in Washington be- 
tween coal miners a-Tiif the Bitu- 
minous Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, but no details of the. nego- 
tiations were disclosed. 

The West Coast strike is esti- 
mated to have cost the state af- 
fected more than $1.7 billion. In 
seeking the court order, affidavits

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Suez Stalemate 


Although he did not close the door to 
farther discussion, Egyptian Foreign Min- 
ister Riad’s statement to the United Nations 
this week did nothing to encourage Sec- 
retary of State Rogers's hopes for promot- 
ing an Interim agreement between Egypt and 
Israel to reopen the Suez CanaL - 

Mr. Riad, who Is reportedly cooler to a 
Suez pact than some of his colleagues in 
the Egyptian leadership, restated rigid posi- 
tions on key issues that have stood in the 
way of progress toward an interim settle- 
ment. He reiterated Egypt’s demand that 
Egyptian forces be permitted to cross the 
canal in the wake of withdrawing Israeli 
forces. And he insisted that any canal 
agreement be linked to final settlement 
through an Israeli commitment to withdraw 
from “every inch” of Arab territory occupied 
during the 1967 conflict. 

Since Israel has strongly opposed any 
Egyptian military crossing of the canal and 
has rejected the principle of withdrawal to 
the old armistice lines, a stalemate exists 
that cannot be surmounted without a degree 
of flexibility that neither ’side has yet 
demonstrated. 

Egypt's demand to put troops immediately 
across the canal is completely contrary to 
the spirit and purpose of the proposed 
interim accord. The partial withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from the canal was conceived 
as a means of reducing tensions In this 
volatile area. But if Egyptian and Israeli 
forces were once more face-to-face with- 
out benefit of the canal barriers, the risk 
of conflict would be sharply increased. 

Secretary Rogers’s suggestion that there 
Is room for compro mis e on this vital ques- 
tion is Incomprehensible, unless he Is 


thinking merely in terms of personnel with 
sldearms intended strictly for internal 
policing. 

Mr. Riad’s strongly expressed fear that a 
partial settlement might become frozen is 
more comprehensible. Although Mr. Rogers 
and Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban have 
offered assurances that a canal accord 
would be only . a first step toward a com- 
prehensive agreement, the reopening of the 
canal and the effective separation of Egyp- 
tian and Israeli forces would greatly reduce 
pressures on Israel to make further con- 
cessions for an overall peace. Israel’s ex- 
pressed willingness to resume the Jarring 
talks can hardly he reassuring as long as 
those talks are stalled by Israel's own failure 
to give a more positive response to Mr. Jar- 
ring's queries of last February. 

Israel understandably is not prepared to 
make any commitment to withdraw her 
troops from Sharm el -Sheikh— -the real stick- 
ing point— in the near future. But Mr. Eban 
indicated in his address to the General As- 
sembly last week that Israel does not seek 
sovereignty over that outpost guarding the 
Strait of Tiran — merely some “contractual 
arrangement" for a continuing Israeli 
presence. 

With goodwill and flexibility on both sides 
it should not he impossible for Israel and 
Egypt to work out an arrangement that 
would satisfy the honor and interests of 
both, thus clearing the way for resumption 
of the Jarring talks.

The Junta Hits Mr. Tasca 


The threat by Greece’s mili tary rulers to 
bar U.S. Ambassador Henry J. Tasca from any 
contacts with its political opponents is a 
striking confession of weakness and in- 
security. If former Premier Karamanlis and 
other leaders both inside Greece and In 
exile were “devoid of any political sig- 
nificance," as the regime claims, why would 
It bother to try to prevent Mr. Tasca and 
other foreign ambassadors from seeing 
them? 

Having previously criticized Mr. Tasca for 
appearing— at least to the Greek people — 
to support the Papadopoulos dictatorship, 
we can only commend the more detached 
stance he has assumed in recent months. In 
July he went to Italy for an overdue visit 
with King Constantine, who, even under the 
regime's 1968 constitution, remains nominal 
head of the Greek state. 


Now he has conferred In Paris with Mr. 
•Karamanlis, whose seven years as premier 
brought Greece its greatest stability and 
economic advance of the postwar period. We 
hope Mr. Tasca and his colleagues will 
ignore the regime's threat and maintain 
contacts with all the democratic forces of 
Greece against the day when the dictator- 
ship of the colonels will be only a sour 
memory. 

The colonels are obviously concerned at 
reports that Vice-President Agnew will urge 
them to ease their repression and prepare 
a return to consitutional government when 
he visits Colonel Papadopoulos Oct. 16. That 
would be a new role for Mr. Agnew, who 
praised the authoritarian regimes he visited 
during his last foreign trip. But perhaps 
this time the Vice-President will take a cue 
from Ambassador Tasca.

Nixon’s Second Phase 

The program of the so-called second 
phase in President Nixon’s new economic 
program contains a mixture of compulsory 
and voluntary measures aimed at keeping 
■the unions In line, as far as possible, while 
at the same time stimulating the economy 
by exempting profits from controls. Nixon's 
second phase takes some account of the 
protests of the major unions, offering a com- 
bination of AFL-CIO formulas and the 
demands of private enterprise. It remains 
■to be seen how this will work out. At any rate 
everyone now has until Nov. 13 to adjust to 
the new regulations — and the degree to 
which this takes place will largely deter- 
mine the development of the President’s re- 
election prospects for 1972,

A European Conference?. 

All countries have not rallied to the Idea 
of a European conference, for which Chan- 
cellor Brandt has made himself the pecu- 
liarly active propagandist. I confess that I 
see better the evil that can result from it 
than the good. The imbalance will still re- 
main the same. In Gen. de Gaulle’s idea and 
probably also in that of the West German 
chancellor, the purpose of an understanding, 
and Its probable results, would be increased 
internal and eternal autonomy of the states 
of Eastern Europe. It is in this hope that 
the latter appear to wish passionately for 
such a conference. 

But why would this change the con- 
sequences of the new diplomacy In Europe? 
The Soviet Union Is In no way softening its 
hold on the other Socialist states, and the 
states of the West behave in uncoordinat- 
ed fashion. For either Germany or Europe, 
the goals pursued on both sides continue 
to be contradictory: the Soviets want to 
separate the DDR from the Federal Republic, 
the latter on the contrary wants to create 


moral, political as well as economic ties with. 
It. The West Europeans want their ideas 
to penetrate the other side of the demarca- 
tion line, the Soviets want to neutralize the 
rest of the old Continent from their Eastern 
bases. Whether called Cold War or detente, 
the historic test of will goes on and its stakes 
will be no less vital tomorrow than yester- 
day.

would have had a feeling of 
deja vu. at the Labor party con- 
ference these last lew days. Once 
again a great political party was 
coming under control of an ex- 
tremist faction convinced that it 
alone had the true faith. 

Hatred was in the air. as at 
the Cow Palace — resentment of 
the compromisers, the aliens who 
had been in power for so long. 
The Republican right Shouted 
down Nelson Rockefeller, who 
then appeared to be a liberal 
Labor’s left aimed its venom at 
Roy Jenkins, the pro-European 
moderate who is the party’s 
deputy leader. 

Attacks on the establishment 
and the press drew cheers, as in 
San Francisco. All that was need- 
ed to make the comparison 
complete was to have Ian 
Mikaxdo, the implacable left- 
wing chairman of the conference. 
Eay something like: “Extremism 
in the pursuit of socialism is no 
vice. ..” 

Mr. Mikardo Is regarded in 
Britain as almost out of sight 
at the left end of parliamentary 
politics, so it may seem a little 
odd to compare him to Barry 
Gold water. But under the card- 
board sky of Brighton, right and 
left do not look all that dif- 
ferent. 

Unchanging Aspect 

The left wing of the British 
Labor party Is in fact one of the 
most unchanging, inflexible in- 
stitutions in the country. The 
shifting facts of life are not per- 
mitted to alter Its vision of para- 
dise, which was apparently form- 
ed around the time of the Span- 
ish Civil War. To the American 
New Left, or young radicals any- 
where, it must appear a bizarre 
creature from the past, perhaps 
a toothless saber-toothed tiger. 

The rhetoric here rang of Clif- 
ford Odets proletarianlsm: “The 

Tories are doing the bidding of 
their paymasters, the big finan- 
cial monopolies.” There was an 
awful temptation to ask the dele- 
gate who said that whether he 
had anything against small 
monopolies. 

As for substance, the confer- 
ence under its left-wing masters 
saw more nationalization as tr e 
answer to Britain's economic 
problems: All banking and insur- 
ance should be taken over by the 
state. It called , for. strict control 
of prices but no government in- 
terference with wage barg aini ng. 
And so on. 

Nowhere in all this did there 
appear any recognition of such 
realities as the troubles in the 
nationalized steel, power and 
other industries, their- evident 
failure to work a social transfor- 
mation. Nor could any awareness 
be detected of the connection be- 
tween prices and wages. Richard 
Nixon is ' adjusting to modem 
economics faster than the Labor 
party's left. 

The EEC Issue 

Tht. never-never-land, atmo- 
sphere was at its worst in dte- 
cusslon of the main Issue at the 
conference, British entry into the 
Common Market. Here, for ex- 
ample, was James Callaghan's 
peroration cn the subject: 

“I want us to throw our weight 
Into the world scales, not us one 
submerged voice Inside a group- 
tog." 

But a few years ago Mr. Cal- 
laghan was Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, and .he knew all too

painfully how little weight Brit- 
ain had alone. He still reads the 
newspapers, and he knows that 
the world monetary crisis now is 
demonstrating how essential it 
is for the European financial 
powers to act together in their 
own interest.

The Heat of the Rising Sun

"IZAWASAKI, Japan. — The 
AV Mlzue mill of the Nippon 
Kokan steel-producing company 
provides the answer to why Presi- 
dent Nixon's economic crackdown 
on Japan, disruptive though it is 
to the vital UH. -Japanese rela- 
tionship, is unlikely to reduce 
significantly this country's im- 
mense advantages over the Unit- 
ed States in world trade. 

The Mizue mill’s modem equip- 
ment, all purchased during the 
1960s, provides a striking contrast 
to American steel mills. As at 
nearly all Japanese mills. Ml- 
zue's steel is produced by the 
modern oxydlzation method, while 
most American producers stall use 
the obsolete, inefficient . open- 
hearth method. Following Ja- 
panese custom, steel sheets pro- 
duced at Mizue are two hours by- 
barge from the port of Yoko- 
hama and export shipment. 

And then there are Mizue 's 3,000 
workers. We watched ingots pour- 
ed and steel sheets rolled under 
orderly, highly disciplined work- 
ing conditions such as are seldom . 
seen today in American plants. As 
• the 38-year -old superintendent 
passed through the mill, workers 
greeted him with a military -style 
salute. Their salaries are half 
those paid by American steel- 
makers, and no labor dispute 
interrupted work here for over 
10 years. 

More Competitive 

The result: Steel produced here 
can undersell poorer -quality, 
higher-priced American competi- 
tion even with the Nixon 10 per- 
cent import surcharge. What's 
more, whatever its short-term 
benefits for the United States, 
Mr. Nixon's new program can- 
not erase Japanese advantages in 
its more modern equipment and 
a labor force genuinely devoted 
to the "work ethic." .- 

Those short-term benefits are 
substantial UJS. pressure is 
forcing Japan to revalue the yen 
upward, lower barriers to Imports, 
and restrain its wild surge for 
exports. But UJ3. hopes- that, the 


Nixon program win alter the 
economic balance of power be- 
tween the two nations are based 
on ludicrously Ignorant views In 
high Washington places. 

For instance, one top U.S. 
policymaker recently lectured the 
US. Embassy in Tokyo that Ja- 
panese prosperity is the product 
of cheap child labor (though Ja- 
pan, in fact, bars such exploita- 
tion). Official Washington slm- 
pllstically views the Japanese 
economic miracle as unfairly' con- 
cocted out of sweat-shop labor 
and high tariff walls. 

Moreover, Washington officials 
exaggerated how much the Nix- 
on program is squeezing Japan — 
a tendency encouraged by croco- 
dile tears pouring from the Ja- 
panese government. Kaknel 
Tanaka, Minister of International 
Trade and Industry, told us the 
Nixon program will lower the ex- 
pected 8 percent growth rate for 
the year to 6 percent. 

Estimate Is Disputed 

Such laments partly reflect Ja- ' 
panese hopes that If they wall 
loudly enough, Uhcle Sam might 
ease up more rapidly. Actually, 
top economists- here dispute Ta- 
naka's glum estimate . and fore- 
cast a healthy 8 percent annual 
growth into the future.. With ex- 
ports comprising only 10 percent 
of its economic output (less than 
any Western nation other than 
the United States), Japan may 
gasp a little over the Nixon pro- 
gram but certainly won’t choke. 

Indeed, Japanese leaders in gov- 
ernment and industry, though 
painfully polite, ~ are just a bit' 
superior in recognizing the need. 

for drastic action by Mr. Nixon 
considering what they call the 
perfectly dreadful condition of 
the American economy. “If X 
were President of the Uhited 
States and found my economy in 
such sick condition," one of Ja- 
pan’s industrial titans (Toshthtro

even more rapidly." 

It is a winning experience to 


hear a top government economist 
say, with a broad smile: “I am 
sorry to tell you this, but I 
think the United States is begin- 
ning Its economic decline just as 
Great Britain began theirs 20 
years ago. The decline is ir- 
reversible.” . 

Furthermore, Japanese business- 
men predict that Mr. Nixon's rem- 
edies will hot cope with infla- 
tion at home or outpouring of 
dollars abroad. Bence, they be- 
lieve UJ3. business and labor will 
turn ever more protectionist, 
growing accustomed to the 10 - - 
percent import surcharge and de- 
manding new Import quotas. 

For a country with over 30 per- 
cent of its exports to the United 
States, Japan flinches at a pro- 
tectionist America in its future. 
But Japan is shifting Investment-' 
from basic industries to “social 
overhead" (badly neglected high- 
ways. hospitals. antl-poHufclon 
control). That will tend to -limit 
growth and productivity and In- 
crease inflation, roots of the prob- 
lems now afflicting the United 
States. 

Nevertheless, the soundness of 
Japan’s economy is unlikely to be 
seriously impaired by the Nixon 
program. Considering the .danger-. 
aus diplomatic liabilities of that 
program, the first uncritical' ap- 
plause for the get-tough-wlth- 
Japan policy may soon be in for 
critical reappraisal.

The reform will not go into ef- 
fect all at once. The law passed by 
parliament covered only the broad 
outlines of the new system and 
the government must legislate by 
decree on tbe details. 

Finance Minister Luigi Pretl 
told parliament that application 
of the added value tax would be 
delayed several months to lessen 
its impact on the economy. 

The tax has been under heavy 
attack from some businessmen 
who say It will increase manage- 
ment costs and push prices up- 
wards at a time of serious eco- 
nomic trouble.

Slain by Mistake 

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Oct. 
8 1. Reuters). — A man riddled with 
machine-gun bullets by plain- 
clothesmen who mistook him for 
a Tupamaros urban guerrilla died 
of his wounds yesterday. Police 
said the man. AtQio Bargero, 45. 
apparently thought the police 
were holdup men, started his car 
and opened fire on police, who 
answered with machine - gun 
bursts.

ROME, Oct. 8 (UPI).— The Ital- 
ian parliament ended nine years 
of debate on a sweeping tax re- 
form last night by passing a mea- 
sure that will shift toe brunt of 
taxation from indirect . to direct 
taxes and make them harder to 
evade. 

The Chamber of Deputies’ ap- 
proval of Senate revisions of the 
bill brought into law one of the 
most sweeping tax revisions in 
Italy’s history and represented a 
major political victory for the 
coalition government of Premier 
Emilio Colombo. 

Tlie reforms wipe from the 
books 38 taxes. Including a levy 
on salt that dates to Imperial 
Rome, and replaces them with six 
taxes— four on income and two 
<m consumers. 

The new law, which will go into 
effect Jan. 1, also provides for 
penalties for tax evaders, but 
these have not yet been decided 
on. 

Among the taxes being struck 
are these on playing cards, pho- 
nograph records, natural and syn- 
thetic fibers, radio and television, 
vegetable oils, vinegar, electric 
lights, telephones and property 
improvements, and some of the 
duties on gas and cigarettes, both 
of which are among the highest 
taxed fa toe world. 

The new measures include a 
graduated tax on personal in- 
comes and profits, a local tax on 
earnings and a tax on increases 
to property values. 

The consumer trades fa one 
heavy tax for a slightly lighter 
one under the reform. The new 
bill calls for an added value tax, 
which imposes a levy on goods 
at each stage from raw material 
to finished product, but tbe total 
will be less than the previous 
•turnover" tax. This increased the 
co&t of goods at each stage and 
left the consumer with the full 
bill to toe retail price. 

The main facet of toe reform 
is that it simplifies toe paying of 
taxes and leaves toe taxpayer 
fewer loopholes to avoid paying. 
Before toe reform, Italy drew 70 
percent of its money from indi- 
rect taxation and had so ram- 
plicated a system for personal 
taxes that a salaried worker might 
be faced with 26 taxes. 

Under the graduated scale, ev- 
eryone making more than $3,200 
must pay 10 percent in taxes. The 
tax increases to a maximum 72 
percent for anyone making more 
than $800,000. 

Exemptions for dependents, 
medical services and other items 
win reduce a person’s taxable in- 
come. The reforms also bring 
Italy into closer tax structure with 
its Common Market partners.' 

The salaried worker will no 
longer have to draw up an Income 
report or go to pay his taxes; they 
will be automatically deducted. 

Sea Pollution Talks 

OSLO, Oct. 8 tUPI). — Govern- 
ment representatives from 11 Eu- 
ropean countries will gather here 
Oct. 19-20 for a conference on 
pollution of toe seas. The con- 
ference is sponsored by the gov- 
ernments of Denmark, Finland.

The 
cubist period Is very handsomely 
-represented ' in the generally 
smallish works at Saiden berg’s, 
where, also, the monumental lt y 
of his moth er-an d-ehfld composi- 
tions of the twenties is touched 
an, rather than exemplified. 

At M&rlborough the range Is

I'd question 
that, and say. rather, that his 
evolving stylistic identity deter- 
mined how he saw-his women. 


" ds Durtoridge’s first, stage 
thriller . Suddenly at Home" 
(at the Fortune) has all the 
familiar Ingredients that have 
made one of the most 

popular television writers in Ger- 
many. France, Switzerland, Italy 
and Poland: a perfunctory ap- 
proach to character and dialogue 
plus an extraordinary ability to 
keep an audience guessing and in- 
trigued. 

A Durbridge character tends 
to be a killing bore, speaking In 
short sentences that have no 
purpose but to carry information. 
In real life, we' would, run from 
such people. On stage, a couple 
of hours ta their company passes 
pleasantly due to Mr. Duxbridge’s 
way with his plot, which Is ever 
thickening, full of sudden shocks,

He thinks the Italians 
have greater artistic knowledge because ‘‘they have lived among works 
of art all their lives; you see them all over the place, in museums 
and churches.” However, a dealer selling impressionists and modern 
masters expressed an opposite view regarding his field; he said the 
Italians go in for a flashy type of work with an obvious signature. 

The market for furniture is definitely less developed in Italy than 
in France. After World War n, French furniture was the great thing 
among Italians. To this day, there are at least two important col- 
lections in Italy. 

Ironically enough, the French fad began to fade by the time Italy 
had become internationally minded in the mid -’60s. At the 1967 
biennale, French furniture was still prominent; this year Italian 
furniture has replaced it to a great extent. This is due essentially 
to economic reasons: a top Stench piece can cost between a* much 
as 50 to 80 million lire. Venetian furniture, whose lacquered colors 
have an easy appeal for the layman, was promoted in the ’60s but it 
has by now appreciated five or six times over. 

As far as objets d’art are concerned ,the Italian market appears 
to be pirepnWAny national. Renaissance bronzes, have become extremely 
rare. Italian sculpture is still plentiful. Roman and Greek antiquities 
are the other well represented class of objects but they are virtually 
nonexportable. Harsh measures are being taken to fight flHdfc dig- 
ging. Not long ago, a well known figure of the art world spent some 
time In jail charged with acquiring Etruscan bronzes which had been 
excavated Illegally. 

At the biennale, some Greek vases have been temporarily con- 
fiscated by the police, pending the results of an Investigation about 
their exact provenance even though the dealer brought them into 
Italy from Switzerland. 

The best chance for the foreign buyer to do well lies probably 
in .the field of paintings— there are some fine Flemish paintings 
end French masters here and there— and drawings. Thefe are still 
masterpieces of the Renaissance around which, if unsigned, are 
almost certain to get an export licence.

\TENICE (IHT) .—The exhibl- 

T tkm "Venice From the 
Middle Ages to the 18th Century; 
Recent Recoveries,” does not 
pretend to reveal continuity of 
style or period. Its purpose Is to 
show that few treasures from 
the artistic heritage of Venice 
have been saved from decay and 
obscurity and to underline the 
urgency of further restoring. Al- 
though this makes far Jumpy 
and disconcerting viewing, the 
scattered examples from a glori- 
ous past, cleaned of grime or 
misinterpretation, stand. out, 
fresh and radiant. 

The works should go back to 
their original settings after the 
show: churches. Though dim 
lighting and religious services 
may distract the viewer, the 
works live best within the spaces 
for which they were created. In 
museums they would be reduc- 
ed to Art with a capital A. 

The wonderful, mysterious 
Giambelllno from San Z&ccarla, 
"Enthronement,” so far cleaned 
only in patches to give an Idea 
of future restoration, is a case 
in point. It was one of the first 
paintings to be lifted from wood 
panels onto canvas and it has 
traveled to Paris and back. But 
it could only be at home in the 
church where its painted space 
merges so harmoniously with the 
architectural space. 

Tintoretto's "Flight to Egypt” 
has been taken away from fian 
Rocco and cleaned down to the 
last bravura brush flick; back- 
ground landscape, long buried 
under dark-brown varnish, have 
been transformed into snowy 
whites. "Return of Jacob,” a 
pastoral scene by Ba&sano. is 
fresh and immediate after clean- 
ing, particularly the teeming 
realistic animals and farm and 
kitchen implements, of a kind 
still on sale in remote rural 
regions. 

Among the loveliest works are 
two "Enthronements,” long 
neglected in storage, by Paolo 
Veneziano. a contemporary of 
Simone Martini. Clear reds, 
curved lines and gold ornaments, 
like sprigs of cobwebs, bloom 
over the bright surfaces. An 
alter panel tells how the 
Venetians, who had to worship 
San Teodoro under the Byzantine 
Empire, set about getting a patron 
saint of their own. Saint 
Mark's story is told in seven - 
panels, each a small, exquisite 
world of ardently contrasting 
symbols and colors. 


tionist more moved and inspired 
by landscapes than by buildings 
and machinery already proclaims 
Nicholson, exceptional. He is 
able, by a few simple elements 
of color and shape, to recreate 
the whole feeling of a specific 
place at a specific time. 

Using similar elements and 
even similar colors, he induces 
quite disparate feelings in the 
viewer.

The recently restored comers 
of a celling decorated by Giam- 
battista, from a church which 
was destroyed in World War n, 
show the Elder's gift for trans- 
forming a structure with Immense 
illusions of space better than the 
agitations of other, larger fres- 
coes. An earlier work, an oil, 
"The Lesson of the Virgin.” in 
which the Virgin, in reality a 
devout Venetian aristocrat with 
a porcelain complexion and 
dressed in allies and satins, gives 
a lesson to hovering angels and 
adoring, aging parents, shows all 
its original brilliance. 

While Giambattista looked 
heavenward, his son Glandome- 
nico was down-to-earth. In 
"Minuet in the Park,” a powder- 
ed gentleman and a lady are 
still gaily tripping away; the 
spirit of ' the 18th century is 
shown in all its evanescent, 
delightful frivolity. But it was 


"Peru,” "Siena" and "Sumer,” all 
created in 1970, are clearly kin- 
dred, yet there can be no doubt 
that they portray the essences 
of different continents and civili- 
zations. The new reliefs are to 
be shown at the Marlborough,

PRANKPURT, Oct. 8 (AP-DJ). 
—West German credit policy of 
fairly high lending rates and 
high minimum reserves require- 
ments is very likely to be re- 
versed next week by the Bundes- 
bank's central council, well in- 
formed sources said today.

desbank. 

The discount rate applies to 
banks' borrowing at the Bundes- 
bank against bills, while the 
Lombard rate is for borrowing 
against securities.

There are no indications how 
much minimum reserves will be 
lowered, but estimates are far an 
effective 3 billion DM to 4 bil- 
lion DM of liquidity to be re- 
leased from the reserves require- 
ments.

— The machinery announced 
by President Nixon yesterday to control inflation atfer the 
current wage-price freeze consists of the following elements. 

• The Cost of Living Council, the supreme organization in 
the structure, wifi supervise and monitor the entire program 
and advise the President. The council is headed by Secretary 
of the Treasury John B. Connolly and is composed of nine 
members. 

• A price commission, with seven members representing 
the public, and a wage board, consisting of five representatives 
each from business, labor, and the public, will act semi-auton- 
omously in setting policy, issuing regulations in their respective 
fields, administering sanctions against violators and rendering 
judgments. 

• Tbe Interest and Dividend Committee, headed by Arthur 
F. Bums, chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, v.111 monitor 
interest rates and watch dividends in an effort to keep them 
stable. 

• A committee on health services industry will deal with 
special problems related to that field and make recommenda- 
tions to tbe Cost of Living Council. 

9 A committee on state and local government cooperation 
will handle the special problems, such as rates in a variety 
of fields, that are set by the federal, state and local govern- 
ments. 

• The construction industry stabilization commission, with 
four members each representing the public, industry and labor, 
will continue its program designed to stabilize wages In tbe 
construction industry. 

• The productivity commission, a study group now working 
to find ways to improve productivity rates In Industry, will 
continue with an expanded membership. It will advise the 
Cost of Living Council. 

• The service and compliance administration, consisting 
of 3,000 field officers of tbe Internal Revenue Service, will 
be the primary service agency in the field to answer questions 
and handle complaints from the public arising from the anti- 
infiation program. 

The Justice Department will be responsible for all litigation 
arising from the new program.

Danger Sighted 
Whether thiy can be achieved 
will depend on how tough the 
pay board and the price com- 
mission will be. Some observers 
saw a danger in the existence 
of two separate bodies, each de- 
scribed as “semi-autonomous" by 
a high White House spokesman. 

Their activities, however, are 
intended to be synchronized by 
the cost of living council (COLC) 
headed by Treasury Secretary 
John B. ConnaJly. The COLC 
will not act as an appeals board 
in individual cases; but officials 
made clear that if the board 
and tbe commission were oper- 
ating so that the President's goal 
is not being achieved, “we'll have 
to get them changed." 

Economists were encouraged by 
the government's plan for spe- 
cial attention to medical costs, 
and state and local problems. 
There are inflation pressures In 
these areas not subject to the 
usual wage-price control mechan- 
isms. The attention given to 
interest and dividends, through 
a committee chaired by Federal 
Reserve head Arthur F. Burns, 
was also considered to be a good 
technique by many observers. 

Where the program could 
founder, critics said, is in the 
relatively thin structure for 
policing price increases, and in 
the enormous pressures that will 
undoubtedly be put on the pay 
board for sizable Increases. 

Guideline Required 
Above all, said one expert, the 
pay board will have to evolve 
and quickly publish some overall 
guideline, particularly since it 
wants to have an influence on 
the non-union sector of the econ- 
omy— which accounts for three 
out of every four workers. 

The President made good on his 
promise that the Phase-Two pro- 
gram would cover the whole 
economy, and would have "teeth.'' 
Fines and injunctions can be 
levied against those who violate 
the standards set by the pay 
board, the price commission, the 
COLC, or the field staff set 
up under Internal Revenue. 

Moreover, a White House 
spokesman said that the price 
commission would be empowered 
to "roll-back - ’ prices where the 
operation of the stabilization 
program brings about “windfall 
profits." 

The President defined such 
“windfall" cases as those where 
businesses somehow achieve un- 
intended “cost savings." Instead 
of taxing such profits (by an 
excess profits tax) - "a fair share" 
should go to consumers in lower 
prices, Mr. Nixon said. 

This mild bow in the direction 
of profit control, as well as the 
tripartite nature of the pay 
board, and a request for legis- 
lative authority to control in- 
terest and dividends were all an 
effort to show sensitivity to 
George Meany’s concerns. 

Business’ sensitivity was taken 
into consideration by keeping the 
COLC in overall charge, putting 
government at the apex of the 
structure. The Burns committee 
on interest and dividends, more- 
over, will operate on a voluntary 
basis, whereas the controls on 
wages, prices and rents are man- 
datory. 

Officials cautioned that the 
operation would be a total failure 
if appropriate fiscal and monetary 
policy were now to be ignored. 
This was taken as a warning 
that the administration . would 
try to trim sails on the fiscal 
1973 budget, which is in an early 
stage of preparation for sub- 
mission next January. 
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U.S. Jobless 
Rate Drops 
.1% in Month 

WASHINGTON, Oct 8 (Reu- 
ters'. — The UB. unemployment 
rate dropped to 6 percent in 
September from 6J. percent in 
August— a reduction of just over 
220,000 workers— the Labor De- 
partment said today. 

The unemployment rate has 
been fluctuating round the 6 per- 
cent mark since lost November, 
despite administration efforts to 
pump up the economy and pro- 
vide more job- openings. 

Main reasons few this have 
been the unusually fast growth 
in the civilian labor force, re- 
flecting the contraction of the 
Vietnam war, and the reluctance 
of business to expand production 
until inflation is cured, economic 
experts said. 

The actual number of unem- 
ployed dropped to 4.8 million 
last month from 5.06 million in 
August, the department reported. 
Most of the decline occurred 
among part-time workers. 

Worst hit by unemployment 
were non-whites, where the job- 
less ratio rose to 103 percent 
from 9.8 percent. For whites, 
the ratio dropped two decimal 
points to 5.4 percent. 

Employment Increase 

Employment in September rose 
substantially on a seasonally ad- 
justed basis, the department 
noted, rising to a record high 
of 79.5 m illion from 79.2 million 
in August. 

Manufacturing employment in- 
creased 130.000 to IB .6 million its 
largest month-to-month gain In 
more than five years, with the 
exception of two months when 
strikers were returning to their 
jobs to the automobile industry. 

In a comment, Labor Secretary 
James Hodgson said the unem- 
ployment figures showed that "the 
labor market continues to show 
a need for the economic stimula- 
tion of the President's proposed 
measures." 

“The persistence of the current 
level of unemployment should 
provide further incentive for 
moving the President's new tax 
measures rapidly through Con- 
gress, ” he added. 

Jeoffrey Moore, commissioner 
of tbe Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
told the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee the drop in the unem- 
ployment rate was not statistical- 
ly significant, but he thought 
the total employment Increase 
was important. 

Mr. Moore also said the whole- 
sale price index concerning those 
prices covered by tbe 90-day 
freeze remains stable despite an 
overall drop of 0.4 percent. He 
said most of the decline In the 
index came from agricultural 
products not covered by the wage- 
price freeze.

Specifics of Phase 2

NEW YORK. Oct. 8 iNYT 1 .— 
The stock market took a look 
today at Phase 2 and turned down 
amid somewhat murky conditions. 

Closing at its lowest level of 
the session, the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average tumbled 7.89 to 
finish at 893.91. 

It was a market conspicuously 
devoid of hoopla, with investors 
attempting to weigh the pros and 
cons of President Nixon's address 
last night on what happens to 
the economy when Phase 1 ex- 
pires on Nov. 13. 

Analysts, by and large, de- 
tected no major surprises to the 
plans to follow the present wage- 
price freeze with an unspecified 
period of close government super- 
vision. 

Some observers said that stock 
prices had gone up unduly in ad- 
vance of the President's speech — 
notably with a 9.42 spurt in the 
Dow on Wednesday— and that 
the market pulled back to await 
specifics of the economic stabili- 
zation program. 

Westinghoose Falls 
Westinghouse Electric, drop- 
ping 3 5 8 to 93 3 '4 to profit- 
taking, was the biggest point 
loser among the active issues. It 
traded at a 1971 high of 97 3. ’4 
yesterday. 

The only other point-plus losers 
among the 15 most active issues 
were two stocks at the top of 
the volume list These were 
White Consolidated Industries, 
down 2 1- 8 to 21 3 4, and Clark 
Equipment, off 1 3/4 to 43. 

Also on the active list were 
Luma, up 5/8 to 6 3/8, and Pan 
American World Airways, off 1/4 
to 9 3 ’4 after selling at a yearly 
low of 9 l 2. 

Lums, which showed improved 
profits two days ago, rose 1 5/8 
yesterday. Pan Am, meanwhile, 
was weak for the second day, 
partly mirroring conjecture of a 
possible management shakeup for 
the overseas carrier.

The variation played by 
Fischer is not considered enter- 
prising, aa it generally leads to 
exchanges and a balanced for- 
mation. 

' Sacrifice Offered 

With his 10th and llth moves, 
Fischer showed that he was 
ready for an exciting battle. 
He gave up a pawn and also of- 
fered to sacrifice a rook for a 
bishop. 

Accepting the gift would have 
put Fischer's queen on the long 
diagonal and started threats 
against the black king The 
white knights would also have 
come Into play very quickly.

Petrosian had . retained the

Taking it with 
the bishop allowed a pin, and 
Petrosian took immediate ad- 
vantage. 

In the end, each had a queen, 
rook and live pawns. Fischer’s 
pawns were separated and weak 
on both sides of the -board. IT 
the major pieces were exchang- 
ed. Fischer would have lost. 

Fischer's advantage In the si- 
tuation was on the .time clock. 
After 30 moves. Fischer - had 
about a half-hour left far the 
10 remaining moves on the time 
control, while Petrosian had 
about three' minutes. 

- Petrosian started to move 
rapidly, trying to reach the es- 
sential 40 without any basic 
change in the favorable forma- 
tion.

He could then adjourn, with 
ample time to analyze and finrr 
the best winning method.

games for Fischer, who Is 
known for his unorthodox and 
aggressive style. After a tie a 
year ago In Majorca, Balearic 
Islands, he went on -to win 20 
consecutive games. 

Few Draws 

The absence of ties In 
Fischer'S game is remarkable. 
Zn masters chess, about 55 per- 
cent of the games end in ties. 
In the case of the 28-year-old 
Fischer, It Is -closer to 20 per- 
cent. 

While the packed hall held 
only 1,200 people, another 2,500 
assembled In the theater lobby 
to watch each move and record 
it on their pocket sets. 

The fourth game will be play- 
ed Tuesday. Games are sched- 
uled at the rate of three a 
week, on Thursday, Sundays 
and Tuesdays, until the match 
is completed.

A Close Election Bo Widerberg and His Latest Film 'Joe Hill’ 


! Across the River ; 
And Into tke Tin 


YffASHlN GTON. — Some of us 
** here, hut not all, still have not 
recovered from the exciting presi- 
dential election held in South 
Vietnam last Sunday. 

All of us stayed up all night 
long as the election seesawed 
back and forth — first Thieu 
ahead, then the ballot mutilators 
pic kin g up strength in the cities. 

The llgfati were 
on at the State 
Department, the 
Pentagon and the 
White House. 

High government 
officials, whose 
reputations were 
at stake on free 
elections in South 
Vietnam, stayed 
glued to their TV Bachwald 
sets in anticipa- 
tion of a new era of self-determi- 
nation for this great bulwark of 
democracy which all Americans 
had learned to love and respect. 

The neighbors gathered at our 
house in the evening. My wife 
had made sandwiches and hot 
coffee and we had beer lz. the 
ice-box. We had set up three 
television sets in the living room 
so we could watch ABC. NBC and 
CBS at the same time. There was 
a festive air in the room. After 
eight years our investment in 
South Vietnam was finally pay- 
ing off. 

The first results came in from 
the town of Bu Dhang Bien. CBS 
reported 15fi for Thieu, one ballot 


U-S. Survey Says 
TV Audience 


Forgets the News 


NEW YORK, Oct 8 fAP\— 
More than half of the audience of 
U.5. television newcasts cannon 
remember a single item they have 
seen and heard, a survey has in- 
dicated. The survey was report- 
ed at a recent meeting of the 
Radio-Television News Directors 
Association, says Variety, the en- 
tertainment industry newspaper. 

The survey consisted of 2.000 
telephone calls over a two-week 
period. Same 232 adults said 
that they had just watched all 
or part of a television newscast 
and 51 percent of those said they 
could not remember anything 
they had seen or heard. 


mutilated and 2£45 of the enemy 
killed. 

Eric Sevareid came on and 
analyzed the vote. He said that 
Bu Dhang Bleu had always been 
considered a Thieu stronghold 
and there was no reason to be- 
lieve that this was a trend for 
the rest or the country. 

Just then John Chancellor came 
on with a bulletin that Chu 
Fhuoc Hai had gone for Thieu 
by 98 percent, but the highway 
between there and Saigon was still 
not safe to travel at night. 

Chancellor put great signifi- 
cance in this vote because in 1963 
Chu Phuoc Hai had given Ma- 
dame Nhu a solid majority. He 
said that the high Thieu vote 
could be attributed to volunteer 
work the army has been doing in 
the past few months, rounding up 
the people to vote. 

Harry Reasoner said that ABC 
had given the entire Mekong 
Delta to Thieu— at least those 
parts of it that still weren’t in 
Viet Cong hands. This was at 9 
o’clock. He did say that several 
ballots, four to be exact, had been 
mutilated in Due Thanh and 
therefore it was too early to 
predict who would win. 

Walter Cronkite then started 
reading returns from the north. 
Thieu had won in Di Boup, Chu 
Yang Sin and To Bong. It turn- 
ed out that To Bong was one of 
thr crucial towns in the election 
because three of Vice-President 
Ky's relatives lived there. But the 
police had been campaigning since 
August and To Bong had gone 
overwhelmingly for Thieu, with 
768 votes for him and 20 students 
arrested. 

Bt this time precincts from all 
aroilnd the country started re- 
porting in. NBC had Thieu lead- 
ing by 95 percent of the vote, CBS 
by 91 percent, and ABC bad 
switched to a rerun of the Mon- 
day night football game. 

But despite the heavy Thieu 
vote, the ballot mutilatcrs refus- 
ed to concede to Thieu. NBC and 
CBS had both set up their ca- 
meras In the palace of President 
Thieu to cover the victory cele- 
bration, but Thieu said he want- 
ed to wait until every vote was In 
before he made a victory state- 
ment. 

The funny thing was that most 
of us went to bed believing Thieu 
had been elected president of 
South Vietnam. When we woke up 
in the morning you can imagine 
our surprise to find it was true. 


P ARIS (3HD.— Bo Widerberg. the best 
known of the younger Swedish film 
directors, began as a novelist and short- 
story writer, then In 1962 wrote "Vision 
In Swedish Film," a famous polemic de- 
manding that Swedish films show more 
social awareness and contrasting them un- 
favorably with France’s nouveUe vague and 
England's new realism. While the book 
was at the printer's. Widerberg was direct- 
ing his first film, “The Baby Carriage." 

"It was a certain strain— I had to prove 
In my film everything I said in my book," 
says Widerberg. a wiry 41-year-old with 
an engaging grin and a liveliness that 
TWfritpg him compare being a film director 
to being a waiter: *Tn both you're always 
running." 

“The Baby Carriage” was, be says, re- 
ceived more generously than he expected. 
"The most Important thing about my first 
film was that it allowed me to make my 
second. There is one scene in it that I 
can stand. It lasts five minutes. Tm so 
glad the scene I like is so long” 

Bo Widerberg’s latest film is "Joe Hill,” 
the story of the Swedish-born International 
Workers of the World organizer who was 
executed on what appear to be trumped- 
up murder charges in Salt Lake City in 
1915 and who is of course the hero of the 
famous ballad “I Dreamed I Saw Joe Hill 
Last Night . . 

"Joe Hill" opens this month in Paris and 
New York. (In London— film distributors 
worry about the damnedest things — it has 
been rechristened "The Ballad. of Joe 
Trill 1 * to avoid confusion with "Joe" and 
"Joe Egg." 

At the Cannes Festival "Joe Hill" won 
Widerberg a jury prize and the best reviews 
he has yet had from. French critics, but 
some disappointed British and American 
critics compared it unfavorably to his 
beautiful and enormously successful ro- 
mance. "Elvira Madigan.” It has also been 
suggested that, Ironically lor a director 
known for his social awareness, "Elvira 
Madigan,” a rapturous story of young lerve, 
is Wider berg's best work. 

‘“Elvira Madigan* Is not a purely ro- 
mantic film,” Widerberg says, “My aim 
above all other aims In film-making is 
simply to create life on the screen. The 
whole of ‘Elvira Madigan' is dedicated to 
things in life that you can share with 
the characters on the screen— you can eat 
their pears and look with them for shadows 
under an oak. You can get from it an 
appetite for life. 

“In ‘Adalen ‘31* [a story of a tragic 
moment in Swedish labor history which 
was made between "Elvira Madigan” and 
“Joe Hill”] and in ‘Joe Hill’ I show people 
with an appetite for life who are cut down 
by an outside power. My intention 1s to 
wonder how people who know how to

live, how can their lives be cut These 
films and “Raven's End’ [19831 tell how 
strong life can be.” 

At the mid of "Joe Hill,” Joe's comrades, 
who are putting his ashes into envelopes 
to send to labor gro u ps all over the world, 
stop their work to go upstairs to a dance 

hall and rianre tO an did tune, “TOO 

Much Mustard.” 


“I love the tune and I love its name,” 
says Widerberg. “It's very important that 
the comrades who stop dividing his ashes 
to go dancing be forgiven by Joe Hill and 
by us, because you can always return to 
the dividing of the ashes.” 


Joe Hill, says Mr. Widerberg, remains a 
well-known figure in Sweden and interest 
in him was further revived by Joan Baez's 
singing of “The Ballad of Joe HUT* in 
“Woodstock.” He had admired Joe Hill 
since hearing Hill's jauntily ironic song, 
"Pie in the Sky.” and since reading his 
last will and the letters he wrote while 
awaiting execution. 

“He refused to give up, his letters were 
very gay. Obviously he was the sort of 
man who rose above the conditions that 
surrounded him and that sort of thing 
Interested me." 

Much of the film was made on location 
with a Swedish crew on New York's Lower 
East Side and in California. “One day 


over the radio there was a warning, of - 
rattlesnakes. We heard them ah day — 
maybe there were none, but we kept hear-; 
in g them.” . - 

Wider berg's script in Swedish and Eng- - 
is. not entirely factual and his Wob- 
blies are more nice student protesters. In 
his trial scene he sometimes quotes Joe 
•mn orvi sometimes Bobby Seale. . — 

"Both Bobby Seale and Joe Hill dis- 
trusted their defense lawyers and fired, 
them— clumsily, I But X understand 

them because they both felt they were, 
last in a game between gentlemen educated 
in the law.” 

Bo Widerberg already had a reputation 
as a young writer when he turned to . 
films: “It became more and more baring. 
jetting )iVfi a pregnant woman for nfa* 
months writi ng a novel, which is how 'long 
it took me. Its more exciting to wait for 
a nhud a novel .You sit there and 
yoa have to get your kicks — i had to get 
mine from smoking. Fd smoke like' hell 
in the morning to get myself going; and. in 
the afternoon rd fall asleep from nicotine 
poisoning. 

"In eight yearn X haven’t smoked. I’ve _ 
made films." 

When Bo Widerberg became a writer, at 
the age of 19, having unsuccessfully tried 
other trades, he was published at mice. 
He may be one of the few sons who has 
changed bis father’s career. ' 

"When my father noticed X could sleep 
until 9 or 10 in the morning and still have 
a certain social reputation, he found some 
old brushes and paints that had been 
given to my mother, who had painted but , 
who had no original talent, and he started 
with some idiotic pictures. lake me he' 
had found no place to be satisfied. ; He 
hffgnn to make his own rules and he went 
on and on painting. 

“When I went first to Paris I was 19 
and had worked far several months In the 
post office of Malmo, where X was born, 
to get enough money. I brought him pic- 
tures of Paris. He was so excited by the 
buildings. He got some money by driving 
a truck and delivering furniture— he’s a* 
very «na» man with no physical strength 
and I suffered with him and hated the 
people who bought heavy tables and .linen 
cupboards— and he went to Paris. He - 
must' have seen beauty created in stone. - 
From then on. speaking only Swedish, he 
has managed to go back to Paris and to 
read maps and make sketches and now he 
what he does. He earns enough money 
for my mother and him — before it. was the 
contrary— and now he can support her. 
He is- 67. A week ago X visited them in ' ; 
Malmo— X live in Stockholm— and X saw 
his paintings of Paris: He has a new one ’ 
of the Louvre and I think it’s one of ids 
finest." v •
